Hot Contest Looms 


Sierra Madre’s world famous Wistaria Vine is in bloom again, 
an event that annually is the forerunner of spring. 

The annual Wistaria Festival, which has in past years 
brought national attention and thousands of visitors to Sierra 
Madre, begins today with the opening of the Wistaria Vine Gar¬ 
dens at 201 W. Carter Ave. 

As it has in past years the Sierra Madre Chamber of Com¬ 
merce is sponsor of the Wistaria fete. This year net proceeds of 

the vine, based on past opera¬ 
tions, will be utilized by a spe¬ 
cial flood control committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

Special importance was placed 
on (he value of publicity which 
will result from the Wistaria 
season this year because of the 
winter’s fire and resulting 
floods. 

Publicity Beneficial 

Don Jackson, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, pointed 
out that impressions of "mass” 
evacuations and wholesale 
damage to the entire city re¬ 
sulted from the past disaster 
periods. 

Although danger in the criti¬ 
cal areas is not to be mini¬ 
mized, it does not meai\ that 
the entire city was washed 
away or stands in danger of 
that, he said. 

“It is this sort of damaging 
impression which now must be 
removed, and fortunately the 
Wistaria Vine has never 
brought us anything but the 
best of publicity,” he added. “It 
has made us many friends.” 

He said that much good could 
be accomplished for the entire 
city and property owners thru 
the vine’s publicity outlets. 

The vine itself has been open 
to the public for 40 years, and 
during those years the local 
fete has centered about the 
vine. 

Inception in 1914 

The festival started in 1914 
when the vine’s owner, Henry 
T. Fennel, invited friends to see 
the magnificent blossoms the 
plant produced. The next year 
there were 300 persons. By 1918 
when the vine was displayed as 
a Red Cross benefit for World 
War I relief there were 12,000 
visitors. 

It was Mr. Fennel who trained 
and developed the vine. During 
the 1930’s Mrs. Ida Lawless de¬ 
veloped the grounds them¬ 
selves. She spent nearly $100,- 
000 on landscaping and plant¬ 
ing rare plants. 

The vine covers an acre of 
ground and is suspended on an 
overhead trellis. It has a mil¬ 
lion blossoms nearly every year 
and it is called the largest 
blossoming plant in the world. 

This year the All-Year Club 
of Southern California, which 
has helped publicize the vine 
and Sierra Madre throughout 
the nation each year, included 
a color picture of the Sierra 
Madre Wistaria Vine in its four- 
color advertisement placed in 
nearly all nationally circulated 
magazines. It truly is a South¬ 
ern California tourist attraction 
and a garden wonder. 

Transplanted in 1892 
The vine itself was trans¬ 
planted from a gallon tin can 
in 1892 by Mrs. Alice Brugman. 
She placed it in front of her 
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Twelve Eye Council Posts

The City Planning Commis¬ 
sion, meeting Thursday, Feb. 25, 
set public hearings for March 
25 and April 22, one on a gen¬ 
eral zone reclassification from 
R-l Large to R-l Medium, and 
one to consider the proposal of 
including nursery schools hav¬ 
ing no more than 10 children 
in the present R-2 zone classi¬ 
fication. 

The first zone change consid¬ 
eration was precipated to some 
extent by the request of Mary 
Lannan Duff who wishes to 
have subdivided a portion of 
the Lannan Ranch, presently 
zoned R-l L. The City Council 
recently voiced approval of the 
prospective subdivider’s agree¬ 
ment to provide lots of 85-foot 
frontage and total areas of 11,- 
000 sq. feet in a compromise 
agreement affecting construc¬ 
tion of a flood control dam and 
debris basin. 

Variance Denied, Appealed 

The commission denied Vic¬ 
tor Malley’s variance request 
to which he filed an appeal on 
March 2. Mrs. Elizabeth C. 
Young’s request for a zone 
change from R-l L to R-l and 
a lot split for property fronting 
on Lowell Ave. near Baldwin, 
was approved after a second 
hearing and will be referred to 
to the City Council. 

Permission for a lot-split was 
granted to Mrs. Florence Car¬ 
ter, 59 Esperanza. J. J. Tilley’s 
final subdivision maps for Tract 
No. 19415, the old Bassett and 
Washburn property, were ap¬ 
proved by the planners and 
will go to the City Council for 
final approval. The subdivision 
will incorporate 69 lots. 

Approve Wailes Tract 

Approval was granted to the 
final tract map for C. D. Wailes’ 
subdivision into 15 lots of the 
old Hoover estate, 500 North 
Michillinda. This also will go 
to the City Council for final ap¬ 
proval of drainage provisions. 

A use variance was granted 
to the Calord Co. to engage in 
light manual assembly work in 
the old post office building, 25 
S. Baldwin.

In an adjourned meeting Sat¬ 
urday morning the City Council 
adopted a resolution of intent 
and heard first reading of an 
ordinance calling for a vote in 
the municipal election April 13 
on a $110,000 bond issue for 
water department improve¬ 
ments. 

The bond issue would cover 
additions and improvements to 
the water works system includ¬ 
ing a new well, site acquisition 
and construction of a new res¬ 
ervoir, replacement and reloca¬ 
tion of old mains as necessary, 
new mains and pumps. 

The council also adopted a 
resolution setting a ceiling of 
20 cents per $100 increase in 
the city tax rate to cover insti¬ 
tution of supplementary private 
insurance for employee retire¬ 
ment. This likewise will be put 
to vote in the April 13 munici¬ 
pal election. 

Mayor Henry F. Korsmeier or 
his successor were appointed to 
serve on a new county-wide 
committee dedicated to the pro¬ 
tection and rehabilitation of 
mountain watershed. The may¬ 
or, who has tendered his resig¬ 
nation to the City Council, or 
his successor, will be sworn in 
March 20 at a meeting in the 
Arcadia City Hall. 

The council will act on the 
mayor’s resignation at its Mar. 
9th meeting. Korsmeier has 
asked that he be allowed to 
resign as of March 15.

roll to be changed only by ad¬ 
justments on account of experi¬ 
ence under the plan.

1954, for the purpose of provid¬ 
ing sufficient revenues to es¬ 
tablish and maintain said pen¬ 
sion plan as hereinabove de¬ 
scribed and hereinafter stated. 

SECTION 6. That the esti¬ 
mated cost of the pension plan 
described herein each year is 
not more than the sum of Six¬ 
teen Thousand Dollars ($16,- 
000.00). 

SECTION 7. That the polls 
for said election shall be opened 
at 7:00 o’clock A.M., of the day 
of said election and shall re¬ 
main open continuously from 
said time until 7:00 o’clock 
P.M., of the same day, when 
said polls shall be closed, ex- 
cept as provided in Section 57d4 
of the Elections Code of the 
State of California.

As usual, March is the month 
that is regarded as a criterion 
or test month in business. A 
survey of key industrial and 
trading areas definitely con¬ 
firms the belief held by the 
President that business condi¬ 
tions, generally speaking, will 
see an upswung in late March 
or early April.

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Residents Welcome 
Relief from Dust on 
Cornyn Directs Property Dam Truck Route 

Gunga Din was never so wel¬ 
come as the Flood Control Dis¬ 
trict’s water wagon which 
showed up early last Thursday 
to "lay the dust’’ stirred up 
along N. Mountain Trail and 
Churchhill Rd. by a steady cara¬ 
van of heavy trucks removing 
debris from the Little Santa 
Anita Dam. 

Residents, who for weeks have 
been subjected to the truck 
noise and clouds of choking, 
gritty dust, were patient as 
long as possible, in view of 
the emergency. They finally 
presented a petition with 45 
signatures to the City a week 
ago Tuesday asking relief from 
the dust. By Thursday morning 
Paul Baumann, assistant engi¬ 
neer of the Flood Control Dis¬ 
trict had rented a water wagon 
and had it on patrol along the 
dust strip. It’s been there ever 
since. 

The district now reports the 
debris evacuation is near com¬ 
pletion. The trucks have been 
rumbling and grinding their 
gears through the residential 
section from 6 a.m. to 11 p.m., 
seven days a week, at the rate 
of about one every two minutes. 
This has been going on since 
the last rain. 

Mrs. John A. Baker, 263 Cy¬ 
press Ct., and Mrs. John K. 
Goodall, 275 Churchill Rd., cir¬ 
culated the petition. 


INVENTOR THINKS DIRIGIBLE ANSWER TO FOREST FIRE FIGHTING 


The spectacle of a run-away 
forest fire with which Sierra 
Madreans lived for six days 
and nigRts this winter and the 
effects of which will be suf¬ 
fered for an unpredictable 
time have quickened the man 
on the street’s concern about 
fire prevention and suppression. 

Having witnessed the strug¬ 
gle to reach soaring flames, 
high on the mountain sides, far 
from water lines, he most fre¬ 
quently asks, "Why can’t fires 
be fought from the air—with 
water, chemical s—SOME¬ 
THING?’’ 

An Inventor's Answer 

Thad Rose, Van Nuys inven¬ 
tor, thinks he has the solution 
and he has several times re¬ 
cently traveled to Sierra Madre 
to tell folks about it, hoping to 
arouse public interest in his 
proposed metal-clad dirigible 
capable of carrying thousands 
of gallons of water, he says. 

The airship, of which he has 
a 33-foot model (but not with 
him!), has a hollow, open- 
ended core to reduce wind re¬ 


sistance. He feels it could be on 
constant fire patrol. In the 
event of fire such as broke out 
on Monrovia Peak on Dec. 27, 
its crew could maneuver quick¬ 
ly into position to drop as 
much as 20,000 gallons of water 
on the fire line. Without a 
ground crew, he says, the ship 
could easily drop to a reservoir 
or even a fire hydrant, be re¬ 
filled by its own power, and re¬ 
turn to the fire lines. 

Differs From Macon-type 
According to a sheaf of news¬ 
paper clippings he carries, 
Rose’s scale model has had suc¬ 
cessful flights. The airship dif¬ 
fers radically from the Akron 


and Macon-type ships, is small¬ 
er, and is described as having 
propellers fore and aft in tubes 
which serve to raise and 
lower the ship vertically. An¬ 
other departure, he says, is the 
aforementioned tunnel through 
the center length of the semi¬ 
rigid craft with propellers in 
the nose and tail to push and 
pull the ship through the air 
at high speeds. 

Fighting these fires from the 
air and or with chemicals is 
not a brand new idea to the 
U.S. Forest Service, according 
to Richard Johnson, Angeles 
Forest fire prevention and in¬ 
formation officer. 


The Forest Service Equip¬ 
ment Development Center in 
Arcadia is receptive to all ideas 
that appear to have any degree 
of merit. The center has tested 
and investigated many. 

For, as Dick Johnson says, 
“Somewhere in the vast intel¬ 
lect of the American people or 
in the world someone, some¬ 
where is going to come up with 
a better way to fight these 
fires.” 

In the meantime the use of 
explosives, the firing of artil¬ 
lery shells and the use of “wet” 
water (water with a chemical 
additive) are just a few of the 
proposed methods which have 


been explored and in most cases 
ruled out due to various im¬ 
practical factors. The "wet” 
water proved to be ineffective 
against live flames but just 
fine for extinguishing smolder¬ 
ing "hot spots.” 

Use of Foamite is another 
possibility that everyone won¬ 
ders about. Johnson says this 
has proved to be impractical 
due to cost and to the fact that 
Foamite has to be mixed with 
water within 200 feet of the 
fire lines. This poses a trans¬ 
portation problem. 

Still a Possibility 

As for dropping water from 
the air, well that’s been gone 


into, too—but it isn't out of the 
picture yet. The engineering of 
a proper tank, not the craft it¬ 
self, creates the problem here. 

Douglas Aircraft made tests 
last summer for the Forest Ser¬ 
vice, but has returned to the 
shops to work out better valves. 

And for the earnest Van Nuys 
inventor’s dirigible, Johnson 
was interested, seemed to re¬ 
call having read about it. 

Speaking off the cuff and dis¬ 
claiming any concept of the 
dirigible’s possible value, John¬ 
son considered for a moment, 
then said: 

“I wouldn’t want to ride out 
a 70-80-mile wind up there!” 


Owners of flood-damaged 
and threatened properties who 
wish to have their properties 
declared of no value for tax 
reduction purposes should di¬ 
rect their appeals to the Coun¬ 
ty Tax Assesor, City Attorney 
T. Guy Cornyn stated at a City 
council meeting Tuesday night. 

In the event their efforts are 
unsuccessful they have the 
right to take their individual 
cases to the County Board of 
Supervisors which sits- as a 
County Board of Equalization 
once a year. 

Of interest also to property 
owners is information that they 
may seek individual loans for 
rehabilitation after flood dam¬ 
age from the regional office of 
the Small Business Administra¬ 
tion, 117 W. Ninth street, Los 
Angeles.
